Carnival chairman Ben Fox 
said, in a letter to the cabinet, 
that he felt the carnival “could 
have been a success.” He added 
that the act was in his opinion, 
“anconstitutional’”’. but that he 
was under orders from LeSaout. 


Weaver then took the reins 
from LeSaout and recommended 
that Wilson suspend the rules 
and make a special committee 
from the Cabinet to ‘“‘make the 
Carnival come off right.” 


After the AMS president walk- 
ed out of the meeting, the entire 
decision plopped into Wilson’s 
lap. 

Ginny Odenath, Rallies Com- 
missioner, said she apologized to 
Coach Gorrie for last week’s cov- 
erage in the El Don of the ‘‘alma 
mater incident.” 


Wilson added that the motion 
to have the football team remain 
on the field for the post-game 
singing of the school song was 
just an informal request and was 
“blown way out of proportion.” 


Skip Oakes, Publicity Commis- 
sioner, made it known that he did 
not authorize the posting about 
the campus of “John Schmitz for 
State Senate” material.

Weaver also read a letter of 
resignation from Senators Linda 
Peters and Rick Faulkner, who 
explained that their resignation 
was “due to their impending 
marriage.”

Death doesn’t seem to 
frighten SAC _ students. 
They are still jaywalking 
across 17th St. to Honer 
Plaza, where a student was 
killed two weeks ago com- 
mitting the same offense.

According to Ryel, 17th St. is 
part of a regular “line - beat’’ 
patrolled by numerous cars and 
motorcycles daily, due to the 
speed and volume of traffic. 

“Two additional ‘area cars’ 
patrol the vicinity as part of nor- 
mal police service,” he added.

(Editor’s Note: This is the first 
im a series of articles’ on colorful 
incidents in the ‘history of Santa 
Ana College, commemorating the 
college’s 50th anniversary.)

How old is Santa Ana 
College? Where was it first 
located? For. half a century 
now Santa Ana College has 
been very much a part of 
the city of Santa Ana, yet 
very few people know 
about its fascinating his- 
tory. 

SAC celebrates ‘its fiftieth an- 
niversary this year. Her enroll- 
ment has increased from 25 to 
5,000. Her stature has grown 


from a few small buildings to a 
beautiful 48-acre campus. 


January 4, 1915 opened the 
doors to Santa Ana Polytechnic 
Evening High School. Any resi- 
dent more than 16 years of ‘age 
was able to enroll in the school, 
providing he was not going to any 
other school. ; 


Every student was requested 
to “‘tell their brothers and sisters, 
fathers and mothers, wives and 
sweethearts about the © night 
school.” Special courses in Eng- 
lish were given to foreigners. 
Spanish, cooking arts and crafts, 
and the commercial and technical 
subjects were most popular. 


One gentleman 70. years old 
was taking typing and Spanish; 
there was 54 years difference 
between ages of some of the stu- 
dents. Mexicans, Norwegians, 
Germans, Danes, Greeks and 
Japanese attended from Orange, 
Tustin and Garden Grove. 


Two weeks before school had 


started, the Board of Education 
had decided to begin Junior Col- 


-lege. It was considered an ad- 


vanced department of the high 
school with an enrollmenit of 25. 

Anyone graduating from the 
Santa Ana Junior College would 
be admitted as a full-fledged jun- 
ior to any of the colleges and uni- 
versities on the coast. 

Counting both recitation and 
study, the students spent a total 
of 48 hours a week in class. When 
students were not reciting they 
were free to go anywhere they 
wished. 

June 15, 1917 was the date 
of the first proud aduating 
class, a total of six pris 

By 1918 the enrollment took 
a huge jump and the faculty in- 
creased to 15. ; 

A debating league was organ- 
ized to debate with other junior 
colleges. The first debate proved

LeSaout said that “last year’s student 
council slated the ‘Day of the Don’ too 
early, not allowing enough time to get 
everything organized.” He criticized the 
former AMS Council for not leaving suf- 
ficient funds in the AMS treasury. 


Because he\thought the ultimate re- 
sponsibility for this failure was his, Le- 


Saout offered his resignation to ASSAC 


President Tom Wilson, but Wilson refus- 
ed. “I failed to organize and formulate 


proper committees,” said LeSaout.

When they returned from the EC 
Conference in Chaffey Wednesday night, 
the Cabinet told advisers Isabelle Rellstab 
and William Corser of their plans, From 
10 p.m. to 3 a.m. the group worked out 
plans, with increasing enthusiasm and ex- 
citement. 

What resulted was a slate of unique 
tournaments topped off with a colorful 
list of very desirable prizes. E] Don en- 
courages all students to attend this after- 
noon’s merry frolic. 

El Don believes that the reasons for 
the AMS failure is due to shortsightedness 
on the part of last year’s student govern- 
ment and the lack of responsibility within 
the AMS council. 

The fault lies not with one man but 
with every person on the council. One 
member cannot carry out all the duties 
and functions of such an organization 
without the active interest and support of 
its members. 

We do believe, however, that the 
AMS president, because he is a leader, 
should delegate responsibility to those 
persons who are willing to work and who 
have proven themselves as “can do” peo- 
ple. 

We hope that next year’s AMS cabi- 
net will benefit from this year’s failures.

Separate commencement from 
the high school exercises were 
held for the first time in 1919, 
with a graduating clas of 16 
girls.

The junior college became an 
organized junior college district 
after an election:held in the 
spring. Additional appropriations 
were received from the state, as 
well as a high allotment from 
each student. 


With this advance, the junior 
college was able to start their 
first organizations. Delta Omega 
Tau, a girls’ club, had five mem- 
bers: Dot Carothers, Dot Smith, 
Dot Conkie, Dot Gerrard, and 
Dot Bruner. “The purpose: 
Sh-h-h! Password: Sh-h-h! Motto: 


Sh-h-h! Remarks: Secrecy is -the 
best policy.” 

Three students mounted a ten- 
inch reflecting telescope on the 
roof of the Administration Build- 
ing .in 1923. The telescope, 
which rotated on an iron track, 
took the students four months to 
build. 


Graduating in 1924 was an all 
time high of 87 students. On 
Nov. 14 all men in sociology 
voted in favor of bobbed hair. 
Nov. 15, two coeds appeared on 
campus with bobbed hair. 

Twenty-nine students graduat- 
ed in the class of 1925. It was 
the first year that a young lady 
had joined a debating team. 


It was also the first year that 
the junior college had a paper. 
The paper, which is an ancestor 
of El Don, was called, appro- 
priately enough, “The Junior 
College News.” 


Gordon Tunes-up 
For ‘Key’ Future

After 10 years of piano 
instruction and first prize 
for advanced piano in the 
1964 Orange County Musi- 
cal Arts Audition, fresh- 
man Larry Gordon, 17, is 
taking his first college mu- 
sic course: elementary pi- 
ano. 


Gordon started piano lessons 
at age 7 but shuns the tag “child 
prodigy.” He still takes an hour 
a week from his original teacher, 
Joseph Ogle, and practices about 
four hours daily on his own. 


“There’s no money in music, 
son,” chided Gordon’s mother, 
“be a pharmacist.” 

But he pressed on to capture 
third place in the county’s Musi- 
cal Arts Audition while in the 
seventh grade, and first place in 
the Young Piano Players Divi- 
sion in the ninth grade. 

A four-man panel judged Gor- 
don’s playing of Brahm’s “Cap- 
pricio in A minor’, last June and 
Bach’s ‘Jesu, Joy of Man’s 
Desiring’, in the advanced di- 
vision. After only three months 
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of practice on the pieces, Gor- 
don walked away with the first- 
place trophy. 

Gordon was a yell - leader and 
A Capella singer at Santa Ana 
High School. Now a SAC music 
major, he plays in the orchestra 
and for Madrigals. 

Gordon’s future ambition is to 
compose and conduct with an eye 
to the motion picture field which 
he says is opening up fast. 

Composing for films demands 
a complete knowledge of music, 
relates Gordon, “and you have 
to be either excellent or perfect, 
and I want to be.” 


Gordon plans to attend 
the exclusive Julliard School of 
Music in Lincoln Center, New 
York City. Teaching piano on the 
side is unavoidable, he adds, “to, 
keep food on the table, if nothing 
else.” 

Gordon’s favorite composers 
include Leonard Bernstein and 
romanticist Claude Debussey, but 
he says he can appreciate any 
type of music in its proper place. 

He explains, “Although I 
couldn’t listed to rock n’ roll for 
hours, I like to dance to it.’ 

Modern Avante Garde music 
(example: Concerto for Three 
Vacuum Cleaners and Shotgun) 
turns Larry’s stomach, but he 
grins, ‘‘maybe that’s because I’m 
not a genius.” 

Gordon’s purpose is “personal 
satisfaction,” but he adds, 


“Spiritual satisfaction comes not 
from playing the piano as much 
as composing; I have to watch 
what I’m doing on the piano too 
closely to get spiritually involv- 
ed.” :

Strat- 
ton’s winning time was 17:05 
over Chaffey’s 3.2 mile course. 


MENDOZA MISSING 


Santa Ana’s number one man, 
Sal Mendoz didn’t compete in the 
Chaffey meet because of the flu, 
but will lead the Dons against 
Mt. SAC. Coach John Ward rates 
Mendoza as one of the top five 
distance runners in the Eastern 
Conference and feels that by the 
end of the season the Santa Ana 
freshman might be in the top 
three. 


Mendoza came _ into _ track 
prominence last year at Santa 
Ana High. He finished second in 
the CIF track finals in the Mile 
with a 4:15 clocking and captured 
first place in the Sunset League 
Cross Country Championship. He 
finished first in a quadrangular 
meet last week in which the Dons 
defeated Cerritos, San Diego, and 
Orange Coast.
